Hitler’s speech is receiving inténsive study in Lon- 
don. Official circles are disinclined to offer 
views until they have had further time to con- 
sider the speech. 

In regard to denunciation ‘of the Anglo-German 
Naval Treaty, it is pointed out that mainten- 
ance of the qualitative provisions is only of 
minor value if there is to be no exchange of 
naval information. . 

From the juridical standpoint, unilateral denuncia- 
tion is considered invalid. 


The, implications of the German 
Note denouncing the Treaty ap- 
pear to be that they concluded the 
Treaty on ‘the basis that Britain 
would not oppose German policy in: 
Europe. 

Any such implication is entirely 
erroneous and finds no justification 
_in the proceedings during negotia-' 
tion of the Treaty. 

BRITAIN’S STAND . 

_ British circles categorically deny 
that the British press had been in- 
spired to take up:an anti-German 
attitude, or that, ‘Britain would 
necessarily oppose “Germany in all 
matters in Europe in the future.
